NEW YORK It’s a subway rider’s worst night- 
mare: being pushed onto the tracks. On 
Monday, it happened in midtown Manhat- 
tan where, according to witnesses, one man 
shoved another in front of an oncoming train, 
which crushed the victim to death before hor- 
rified onlookers. 

Police on Tuesday were questioning a per- 
son of interest, several news outlets reported. 

The pusher was captured on surveillance 
video seconds before the attack in a verbal al- 
tercation with the victim, who was identified 
as 58-year-old Ki-Suk Han of Queens, N.Y. 
The attack occurred around 11:30 p.m. 

Witnesses, who included scores of people 
standing on the platform at the station on 
West 49th Street and Seventh Avenue, said 
Han tried to scramble back onto the platform 
after landing on the tracks a few feet below, 
but he was crushed between the side of the 
platform and the Q train, which slammed on 
its brakes but could not stop in time. 


One witness facing the oncoming train 
repeatedly snapped his camera in hopes the 
flash would warn the conductor early enough 
to stop. Others on the platform waved their 
hands and yelled at the conductor as Han 
stood up from where he had landed, faced the 
train then began trying to climb off the tracks 
as the train sped toward him. 

“There was a huge gasp from all the spec- 
tators,” the man who took pictures of the in- 
cident, R. Umar Abbasi, said of the moment 
when he saw Han pushed, the New York Post 
reported. 

“I just started running, running, hop- 
ing that the driver could see my flash,” said 
Abbasi. 

But the train could not stop in time. Wit- 
nesses on board heard a strange thud as it 
came into the station. As a woman on the 
platform tried to perform CPR on Han, the 
man said to have pushed him fled up the 
stairs and out of the station, melting into the 
crowds near Times Square. 


A video released by police showed Han 
and the man engaged in an argument on the 
platform, but it was unclear why they were ar- 
guing. Some witnesses told police the alleged 
pusher had been harassing people waiting for 
the train and Han intervened. 

The video shows a tall man wearing a knit 
cap and a white T-shirt facing the much small- 
er Han, who is heard demanding that Han 
“leave me alone.” He points up the platform 
and is heard on the videotape telling Han to 
go and wait for his train. As the argument 
ensued, others on the platform moved away 
from the two men. 

Such crimes are rare in the 24-hour subway 
system, which carries nearly 5.3 million riders 
daily. 

Two other people have been pushed onto 
subway tracks in separate incidents earlier 
this year, and both survived. In a third in- 
cident, a man died after falling onto subway 
tracks during a fight with another subway 
rider.

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Dating sites doing more 
to protect users, but it’s 
not always enough

Derrick Chaney may have come across as a catch on 
the dating website he used—successful, connected and 
smooth-talking. 

But when the 31-year-old Iowa woman Chaney 
courted online traveled to I[linois for their first date, he 
quickly turned from eligible bachelor to sexual preda- 
tor, police said. 

After weeks of Internet chats and phone conversa- 
tions, the two met in January at an Aurora motel, where 
Chaney sexually assaulted the woman and held her pris- 
oner, according to authorities. 

Chaney, 37, of Aurora, was charged with sexual as- 
sault, unlawful restraint and kidnapping in a case that 
police and prosecutors say underscores the potential 
dangers of online encounters. 

As the number of people looking for love on the In- 
ternet continues to balloon, so do concerns about such 
risks. 

According to law enforcement officials, there’s no 
way to know what percentage of sexual assaults is 
linked to online dating. But in providing access to mil- 
lions of people, these Internet services offer a widening 
universe in which those intent on violence can prowl, 
experts say. 

Had Chaney’s alleged victim—or the online dating 
company that made their connection possible—ob- 
tained a criminal background check, it would have 
shown that he has a history of domestic violence and 
multiple felony convictions, records show. 

With a few exceptions, online dating companies do 
not conduct background checks on users or verify their 
identities. 

As a result, Illinois and several other states have 
passed measures aimed at making cyberspace safer. 

A new state law called the Internet Dating Safety

Act took effect in August and requires online dating 
websites to disclose whether they conduct background 
checks on members. Companies that violate the law 
face possible fines of up to $50,000. 

Sen. Ira Silverstein (D-Chicago), who sponsored the 
legislation, said he originally wanted to make back- 
ground checks compulsory. The law’s disclosure re- 
quirement was a compromise with the industry. 

“It’s buyer beware,” Silverstein said. “People go to 
these Internet dating services and maybe assume they 
do background checks.” 

A high-profile lawsuit that a California woman filed 
against match.com, claiming that the company paired 
her with a registered sex offender, spurred the Califor- 
nia attorney general to press for more screening. The 
woman allegedly was sexually attacked on the second 
date, according to reports. 

Some leading online dating companies— eHarmony, 
match.com and Spark Networks—pledged earlier this 
year to check users against sex offender registries, post 
safety tips and provide a way for users to report abuses 
online. 

The online dating company true.com has been some- 
thing of an activist in the industry. According to its web- 
site, it is “the only leading online relationship site that 
screens all communicating members against some of 
the largest criminal records databases on the Internet.” 

True also has filed lawsuits against people with felo- 
ny criminal records for misrepresenting themselves in 
their dating profiles, according to the company website. 

Many companies argue that even conducting full 
criminal background checks would not necessarily 
weed out the majority of predators and could give po- 
tential victims a false sense of security. 

“We want to stress that while these checks may help 
in certain instances, they remain highly flawed, and it 
is critical that this effort does not provide a false sense 
of security to our members,” Mandy Ginsberg, CEO of 
match.com, said in a statement. 

“People have to exercise common sense and pru- 
dence with people they have just met, whether through 
an online dating service or any other means.”

A mayor on food stamps? 


Hoping to break any stigmas of govern- 

ment assistance, Newark, N,J., Mayor 
Cory Booker will live on food stamps this 
week—a challenge that first began as a Twitter 
conversation. 

The Democratic mayor will operate on a 
food stamp budget of about $30 a week ($4.32 
per day), roughly the same amount provided to 
people in New Jersey who take part in the Sup- 
plemental Nutrition Assistance Program. 

Booker, who’s considered a potential guber- 
natorial candidate in New Jersey’s 2013 race, 
vowed to go on the budget after getting into a 
debate last month with a Twitter user, who ar- 
gued that “nutrition is not the responsibility of 
the government.” 

“In my own quest to better understand the 
outcomes of SNAP assistance, I suggested to

this specific Twitter user that we both live on a 
SNAP equivalent food budget for a week and 
document our experience,” Booker wrote in a 
blog post Monday. 

To promote the experiment, Booker, who’s 
known for his frequent Twitter posts from 


his handle @corybooker, will use the hashtag 
“#SNAPChallenge.” 

More than 47 million Americans used SNAP 
benefits in August, according to the latest 
monthly data available. In New Jersey, 787,460 
participated that month. 

Those using the benefits are allowed to pur- 
chase breads, cereals, fruits, vegetables, meats, 
fish, poultry and dairy products. They are not 
permitted to buy alcoholic beverages, tobacco 
products, hot food or any food sold for on- 
premises consumption. 

The Department of Agriculture, which ad- 
ministers the program, also states that soft 
drinks, candy, cookies, snack crackers and ice 
cream are eligible items. 

The list also includes seafood, steak and 
bakery cakes. 


There’s a mouse in 
the Netflix house 


By NEW YORK Mickey and Minnie are 
branching out. 

Walt Disney Studios has inked a high- 
profile deal with Netflix, but you won't see 
new releases in your streaming queue for an- 
other four years. 

Starting with Disney’s 2016 feature films, 
Netflix customers will be able to stream a 
catalog of titles from Disney and four of its 
subsidiaries: Walt Disney Animation Studios, 
Pixar Animation Studios, Marvel Studios and 
Disneynature. 

Netflix will become “the exclusive US. 
subscription television service” for Disney’s 
new releases. That means pay-cable network 
Starz will no longer carry those films, Netflix 
spokesman Jonathan Friedland confirmed. 

That makes Tuesday’s deal a nice bit of re- 
venge for Netflix, whose contract with Starz 
expired in February after deal-renewal negoti- 
ations fell apart. Starz currently licenses many 
Disney films, in addition to titles from several 
other studios. 

The Netflix exclusivity will end Starz’s deal 
with Disney and keep other streaming servic- 
es from signing Disney contracts.

Study: Routine hits in football can cause brain disease 


WHILE THE NHL DRAGS ITS SKATES, 
OUTDOOR HOCKEY IN CITY HEATS UP 


By Matt Lindner 

FOR REDEYE 

On a 45-degree night in Rogers Park last 
week, Tom O’Connell laced up his skates 
and hopped on the ice, though you'll for- 
give him if he felt as though he stepped 
into a time machine. 

“I started playing outdoor hockey 
when I was a youngster,” the Des Plaines 
resident said. “That’s all I ever played. 
That’s what I grew up with, so there are 
a lot of great memories.” 

Indeed, there was a sort of “Sandlot” 
feel under the lights at Warren Park on 
opening night for the Chicago Outdoor 
Hockey League, the only outdoor recre- 
ational ice hockey league in the city. 

“It adds a different dynamic, I think,” 
said Kelly Torigoe, a Lakeview resident 
who is one of a handful of women in the 
league. “The ice is a lot different, the 
rinks are a lot different.” 

The slightly warmer temperatures 
clash with the ice and condensation 
clouds the plexiglass boards surround- 
ing the rink, making it impossible to see 
what’s going on inside. 

The whir of metal cutting through the 
ice and the smack of the rubber puck hit- 
ting a wooden stick is an unmistakable 
soundtrack proving that even though the 
NHL isn’t playing, hockey is alive and 
well in Chicago. 

“We love the sport. We always will,” 
COHL founder Sean Campbell said. 
“The NHL is just one of many leagues 
that play hockey. There’s plenty of hock- 
ey you can watch, college hockey, youth 
hockey—you can go to our local arenas 
and watch hockey.” 

The league enters its second season 
with nearly twice as many players and 
teams as it had in its first. Fees range 
from $250 for returning players to $275 
for new players, and games are played 
from Fridays through Sundays on rinks in 
Chicago, Niles and Cicero. 

“It’s a lot to keep up with, but it’s a 
good thing,” Campbell said. “We sold 
out our first year at about 230 players last 
year; this year we have 368. We went from 
16 teams to 26 teams in a year.” 

Campbell, a 35-year-old South Loop 
resident, said putting the league together 
was like having a second full-time job. 
He’s responsible for lining up the rinks, 
ordering jerseys, marketing, even keeping 
score on opening night. 

“27 from 17,” the ref said, skating over to 
Campbell’s perch just outside the boards. 


Fueling interest in the Chicago Outdoor 
Hockey League is that its all-star game 
will be played at Soldier Field. That con- 
test is set for Feb. 1 as a lead-in to the 
inaugural Hockey City Classic, which 
culminates in a pair of college games 
on Feb. 17. Participants in the COHL all- 
star game will be determined by their 
performance as well as online votes. 


“This is the fun part here,” he said as 
he wrote down the tally and changed the 
number on the battery-powered score- 
board, which he bought with league 
funds. “I just got this. The other two 
rinks have built-in scoreboards. We keep 
track of stats too, which is what I’m do- 
ing right now. ... Players seem to like that. 
It’s fun because they can show off with 
their family and friends, show that they 
scored a goal.” 

No. 27 in this case is Skokie’s Raul Bra- 
vo, who went on to score four goals in his 
COHL debut. 

“Man, there’s nothing like playing out- 
side,” he said after his game, which ended 
in a5-5 tie. “I play hockey indoors all sea- 
son but once it comes time for the pond, 
there’s nothing like it, nothing like it at 
all, especially in Chicago.” 

Bravo said the NHL lockout may have 
contributed to the league’s success in 
Year 2. 

“It keeps more guys playing,” said Bra- 
vo, 29. “I know some guys, they want to 
watch the Hawks all the time, but if you 
can get out there at least once a week, 
why not?”

Brother-sister duo Natalie and Elliot Bergman, who have 
made music off and on since now-23-year-old Natalie was a 
teenager, started recording under the name Wild Belle only 
last year.

By phone from San Francisco, Bucktown resident Natalie Bergman opened up 
about meeting Conan O’Brien, the record she throws on to nurse a broken heart 


and one thing she hopes to find under the Christmas tree this year. 


On “It’s Too Late” you sing about not needing 
alot of fancy toys. With Christmas around the 
corner, does that make gift shopping more 
difficult for the people close to you?

This morning I was kind of a 
mess because we had to wake up so early. 

We had a big day yesterday. We played on

US. TV appearance, and it was just so cool.

He’s so funny! He’s crazy tall. I didn’t know 
he was so tall. I shook his hand, and he was 
handsome in person. I never thought I was 
attracted to Conan, but I saw him and was 
like, “That guy is kind of attractive.” 


It sounds like you grew up in an intensely 
musical family. 

Definitely. I spent some time with my family 
over Thanksgiving. We played a lot of music 
together. My sister and her husband play 
bluegrass music, and they busted out an 
upright bass and we had folk jams, which was 
kind of amazing.

since Elliot and I have been touring so much, 
{our dad] was kind of inspired to take his fam- 
ily on tour. He just organized this whole trip 
where we started in San Francisco and went to 
Yosemite and then through Death Valley and 
we ended at the Grand Canyon. It was a fun 
family run. 


Does being in a band with your brother make 
it harder to write those bruised love songs? 
That’s a good question. I don’t think so, 
because when I write I do it independently 
and ’ll be in my room, where I don’t have any 
distraction. I don’t know if I’ve always been 
comfortable singing all of my lyrics around my 
family. When I was younger and just started 
writing music I was like, “Alright, these are 
love songs. I don’t know how personal I can 
get.” But at this point I like to express myself 
and say what I feel. 


Why are you so drawn to that sound? 

I’ve had my heart broken before, and it’s very 
easy for me to fall in love. It’s also easy for 
me to get out of it. I don’t allow myself to get 
hurt very often, but I have been broken by 
men before, and that’s what I need to sing 
about. There are plenty of other things that 
hurt my soul.

Another of those sites, the distribution aggre- 
gator spitdigital.com, is how PE released two 
new albums over the past four months. 

These new-era platforms seem ironically 
timed to the other big news about Public En- 
emy: Chuck and his cronies are on the ballot 
for the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, 25 years 
after the release of their debut album “Yo! 
Bum Rush the Show.” 

Even more than N.W.A. (also on the bal- 
lot), they seem like a shoo-in to become 
the fourth rap act to hit the hall, after Run- 


DMC, Grandmaster Flash & the Furious Five 
and the Beastie Boys, who were inducted by 
Chuck himself at last year’s ceremony. 

The rapper pointed to some of the hall’s 
biggest names for what he said is “racist treat- 
ment of our legacies by the music industry.”

“There are too many radio stations to count 
still playing the Beatles and the Stones and 
Led Zeppelin, but there aren’t any still play- 
ing Run-DMC and LL Cool J and Public 
Enemy.” 

Pointing to the parent companies of BET, 
MTV and many FM stations, he added, “We 
clearly can’t rely on Clear Channel and Via- 
com—who have way too much power over 
the modern rap world—to keep our legacies 
relevant, or to lend any support to new music 
we are creating.” 

Controversy came hand in hand with 
Public Enemy’s success. In 1989, one of the 
group’s three DJ/producers, Professor Griff, 
was accused of making anti-Semitic state- 
ments while discussing turmoil in the Middle 
East. Griff is the only original member still 
active in PE’s Bomb Squad production crew. 

“Griff didn’t say anything anti-Semitic,” 
Chuck insisted. “The real controversy there 
was: ‘Why is this black man talking about 
something as intellectually challenging as Is- 
rael and Palestine? Go back to talking about 
the less consequential things rappers and DJs 
are supposed to talk about.’”

BARRELS DO ALOT 
OF WORKIN NEW 
HOLLAND’S WHISKEY

Considering the ubiquity of barrel-aged beer 
—that is, beer aged in whiskey barrels for the 
sake of adding a warm, boozy smoothness— it 
was probably inevitable. And now, New Hol- 
land Brewing has done it: whiskey aged in bar- 
rels that once housed beer that once housed 
whiskey. 

Confused? 

Here’s the process: New Holland, in Hol- 
land, Mich., regularly buys used barrels from 
Kentucky bourbon distillers to fill with its 
venerable imperial stout, Dragon’s Milk. The 
beer spends 180 days in the barrel acquiring 
flavors (whiskey and wood, mostly), while the 
barrel, in turn, takes on flavors of the beer. 

For years, that would be the last stop for 
the barrels. New Holland would use them as 
displays or firewood, or sell them to rainwater 
collectors. But then the brewery had an idea: 
Why not put whiskey in them for another 
90 days? 

The result, released this fall, is Beer Barrel 
Bourbon, which picks up an admirable web 
of flavors from the barrel’s many lives. BBB 
is nicely sweet and impossibly smooth thanks 
to the beer’s influence, which sands down 
the whiskey’s rough edges with faint notes of 
roasted barley and chocolate. 

New Holland was founded in 1997 as a 
brewery; in 2005, it started distilling. BBB is 
its latest experiment bridging the two, fol- 
lowing its white whiskey steeped with hops 
(called Hatter Royale Hopquila). Next year, it 
plans to make liqueur from beer. 

“We are a distiller that benefits from our 
brewer’s perspective,” said Fred Bueltmann, 
one of New Holland’s managing partners and 
its vice president of sales. “We really enjoy 
finding opportunities for innovation. It’s not 
for innovation’s sake, but we look for interest- 
ing ways to blend techniques to create new 
flavors.” 

For now, New Holland is buying its bour- 
bon from Lawrenceburg Distillers Indiana, 
a large distiller that makes Templeton Rye, 
among other spirits. Within a couple of years,

Though BBB is worth drinking with just a 
few drops of water or an ice cube, Bueltmann 
has been experimenting with it in cocktails, 
including a Manhattan that he said brings 
out the whiskey’s coffee notes. (The recipe is 
simple: 1 % ounces of BBB, half an ounce of 
sweet vermouth and half an ounce of coffee 
liqueur.) 

“We know a lot more about barrel-aging 
than the old days,” he said. “We have perspec- 
tive and a ton of wood. This ended up seem- 
ing like the next logical step on what we could 
have fun with.”

It would have to be a musical performance on 
stage—that’s really new territory for me as an 
actor, and those have all been just beyond ex- 
citing to do. I mean, you’re performing music 
in these sacred places, like Ryman Audito-

I look for inspiration. [“Nashville” creator} 
Callie [Khouri} really knows this world, and 
she felt such a strong commitment to tell- 
ing the story in an authentic way.
